AN APPEAL 


North China is in the relentless 
grip of one of the worst famines 
of the last thirty years. Conditions 
are appalling. From thirty to fifty 
millions in the five provinces of 
Honan, Shénsi, Shantung, Shensi, 
and Chijj, are facing starvation. The 
failure of rain tor twelve months 
has meant the total failure of two 
harvests. 

Terrible distress prevails. Thous- 
ands have already died. Hundereds 
are dying every day. Many are seek 
ing to live on leaves and bark. Au- 
thenticated cases are reported of par 
ents killing their children rather 
than see them starve and then in de- 
spair taking their own lives. 

Recent rains have made possible 
the sowing of the fields, which give 
promise of a harvest next June. But 
the intervening months! The pres. 
ent distress, keen as it is, is but a

Moving Appeals from Many - Souress, 


Before making any appeal, the 
Committee has made the fullesi en- 
quiry regarding the situation. From 
every source cumulathve evidence 
has come of the magnituce and se- 
verity of the famine and the urgent 
need of immediate relief. 

“From their missions in Honan, 
our two Canadian Mission Boards 
having work in the affected area 
are receiving urgent appeals for 
help. 

The Honan Presbytery cables: The 
famine has realized our worst fears 
Funds for relief urgently needed. 

The Anglican Mimmionaries cable 
“Great distress. Relief needed im. 
mediately.’’ 

The Secretary oi the China Con- 
'tinuation Committee cables from 
Shanghai to the Canadian Commit- 
tee that the famine is very severe 
and that help is urgently needed to 
prevent great loss of life. 

A cable from Bishop Lewis of the 


| Methodist Episcopal Mission, Peking /_ 


states that the famine is desperate 
that already there are a thousand 
deaths daily, and conditions getting 
worse. 

The Government of China has 
sent the following message to the 
Chinese Consul General at Ottawa, 
“Over one hundred thousand local- 
ities are affected; millions of peo- 
ple are destitute and dying of fam- 
ne. Relief fund is urgently needed.” 

The Department of State at Wash- 
ingion writes that the American le- 


‘gation at Peking has reported that 


the famine is severe and widespread 
and that an international commit. 
tee, composed of men from the var- 
ious foreign -Legatjons, has been or 
ganized and is devoting itself to re- 
lief work. Ambassador Crane ‘re- 
ports that inevitably, many millions 
will die of. starvation during the 
coming months. 


What iS Being Done 


. The Chinese, aided by the foreign 
residents, are doing what they can 
but the disaster is. of such magni- 


tude that they cannot cope with it 


alone. In Honan a joint relief com- 
mittee of Chinese and foreigners 
has been formed with Rev. G. E: 
Simmons of the Canadian Anglican 
Mission as foreign treasurer, and 
Rev. H. M. Harris of the American 
Southern Baptist. Mission as for- 
eign Secretary. 

Shanghai alone has raised $1,600, 
000 for relief and placed an object- 
ive of $6.000,000. 

In Tokyo, a group of Japanese 
business men have formed a com- 
mittee and are making a couniry- 
wide appeal. The first two subscrip- 
tions received were for $15.000 
each. 

The President of the United Siates 
has issued a national appeal and 
appointed a nation-wide Committee 
te carry forward a great national re- 
lief movement as speedily as possible

That is, the only thing 
that will count with the refineries 
that were caught with large stocks 
of high priced raws is that the price 
of these shall advance several cents 
per pound. So far there is no sound 
of this, and the losses continue on a 
large scale. 

Two «f the Bastern }efineries 
have opened up again, Acadia which 
has preity well cleaned out its old 
stocks of refined and is buying raws 
at the current low prices, and St. 
Lawrence, which, however, still has 
stocks of high costing raws and is 
operating on these on a small scale 
Canada sugar refineries and At- 
lantic have not yet re-opened and at 


present there is no indication, they 


report, when they will be cleared out 
of their stocks or refined sufficiently 
to do so. , ' 


No definite anhounosnient has

CHEESE. 


A Few Facts About One of Our 
Leading Products. 


Cheese may be defined as ‘the solid 
part of sweet milk obtained by heat- 
ing the milk and coagulating" the 
proteid, whith in cheese is casein, by 
means of rennet, or an gcid. 

There are three chief kinda of 
cheese — skim milk ¢heése, whole 
milk cheese and crekm/cheese.  Ex- 
amples of whole milk and cream 
cheese are Stilton and Double 
Gloucester, while Bric, Neufchatel 
and Camembert are cream cheeses, 
Skimmed milk cheeses include Edam 
and Parmesian cheese. 

The odor and flavor of cheeses are 

due to the method making, the con- 
ditions of the milk used, the ferment 
ised and the workings of bacteria. 
Roquefort cheese, for instance, is. 
made from the milk of goat ewes, 
bread added, and the cheese ‘‘cured”’ 
in caves, which causes the formation 
of the famous green mould. 
In France during the war, all 
cream cheese was prohibited, to save 
fat, of.course. And of the dozen var- 
ieties manufactured before the war, 
practically only one kind, an Alpine 
skim milk cheese, full of large holes, 
and called Gruyere was. served at the 
famous tourist resorts on the Medi- 
terranean where formerly every lux- 
ury tempted. 

Cottage cheese is usually made 
from sour milk, which is heated to 
ninety degrees Fahrenheit, strained 
through a cheese cloth and seasoned 
to taste. ; 

It is indisputable that cheese is 
nourishing, containing as. it does, a 
little over twenty-three per cent. pro- 
teid and thirty-four per cent. fat. 
Compared with other foods of equal 
nutriment it is cheap in price. The 
only objection to it, is its difficulty of 
digestion. 

This can be overcome to a large 
extent, however, if it is properly 
cooked and thoroughly’ masticated 
before it enters the stomach. Large 
pieces of cheese are apt to clog in 
the stomach, and as ‘the digestion of 
cheese is accomplished mainly in the 
tatestines by the actién of the pan- 
creatic jifice;-it_cannot be digested 
unless it reaches th@»intestines eas- 
ily. Due to the albumen (in the form 
of casein) it contains, cheese like o 
er albuminous foods «becomes tough 
and stringy when cooked at a high 
temperature, and this makes it ingi- 
gestible. When it is cooked at a low 
temperature, however, it is a good 
substitute for meat, and can then be 
safely eaten by healthy children. 

Cheese is said to be more digest- 
ible when combined with starchy 
foods. When combined with other 
materials it is best to place any lay- 
ers of cheese in the middle of the 
baking dish as it will then be ex- 
posed only to a moderate temperature 
rather than the more intense heat on 
top or bottom of the dish. 

* A little baking soda, which softens, 

will sometimes make a cheese dish 
more digestible. In general, a small 
amount of cie se eat a vegularly in 
the di-t is move beéneiicial than e. 
occasioned feast of cheese. 


The Way of the Labrador Coast. < 

“One great joy of the work on the 
notth Labrador coast,” says Dr. Wil- 
fred T. Grenfell in his ‘“Autobio- 
graphy’ “is the sympathy you get 
with the really poor. Simpleyneeds 
and simple lives preserve simple vir- 
tues that get lost in the crush of 
advancing civilization. 

“On one oceasion I came in the 
middle of the night to a poor man’s 
house. He was in bed, the lights 
were out, and it was bitter cold. He 
got out of bed in a trice and with an 
old hurricane lantern went down to 
feed my dogs, while his wife, after 
he had lighted a fire in the freezing 
cold room, busied herself making me 
some cocoa. Not until long after- 
wards did I know that the milk and 
sugar were from a special little hoard 
kept for visitors. Later I was sent 
to bed—quite unaware that the good, 
folk had spent the first part of the 
night in the same bed and were now 
on the neighboring floor. Nor would 
they accept payment. 
of t’¢oast,’ the good fellow assured 
me. ; 

“Another time my host for the 
night had gone when I rose for 
breakfast. He had taken the road 
that I was intending to travel to the 
next village, some fourteen miles dis- 
tant, just to break a trail for us, as 
we did not know the way, and inci- 
dentally to carry some milk and sugar 
to ‘save tife face’ of my prospective 
host for the next day, who had ‘made 
a bad voyage’ that year. Still another 
time no less than forty men from 
Conche marched ahead on a twenty-. 
mile track to make it possible for 
our team to. travel quickly to a 
neighboring settlement.” 


Waste on Railways. 


It is estimated that in a single 
year tnscientific loading, accidental 
damage, and the tremendous :ost of 
packing on this continent, add more 
than $700,000,000 to the cost of 
food, clothing, and other necessaries. 
Unused space in freight cars costs 
$209,000,000, and hauling half-empty 
Cars more than 6,000,000,000 miles 
tosts the railways $157,000,000; 
damage and theft cost 3100;000,000, 
and lumber that is wasted after be-. 
ing used once in packing cases costs 
$240,000,000. It is computed that 
from a tenth to a quarter of the cost 
of foodstuffs goes to pay for crates 
that are thrown. away instead of be- 
ing used a second time.

1. The Tribute Money (vv. 15-22). 

The Pharisees Sand Herodians pur- 
posed to entrap Jesus and bring Him 
Into conflict with the Roman govern- 
ment, so they came to Him with the 
subtle question, “Is it lawful to give 
tribute to Caesar or not?” . At this 
time the Jews were galling under the 
yoke of the Roman governinent. Some 
even denied the right to pay tribute 
to the government, To have answered 


this question by “yes” or “no” would » 


have involved difficulties. To have an- 
swered “yes” would have conveyed the 
impression of endorsement of all that 
the Roman government did. To have 
answered “no” would have at once 
brought Him into conflict with the gov- 
ernment. It is not an easy matter for 
a Christian always to determine his 
right relation to -civil government. 
Many a minister has made a failure 
of his work because he tried to solve 
the problem. Christ’s reply to this 
question, properly understood and ap- 
pied, dg. the final word on the sub- 
ject. Unit the civil authorities de- 
mand of us that Which is a violation 
of God's law, we are bound to render 
unto them obedience. “Render unto 
Caesar. the, things that are Caesar's” 
means the highest obligation. Since 
enjoying His protection and. care it Is 
our duty to owe all wilemauceric Him, 
to yield our lives to Him in service, 
worship and praise. Every one who 
enjoys the benefits of civil government 
is obliged to pay the taxes which 
are necessary for the support of that 
government, and every one who re- 
ceives God's favor is placed under a 
like obligation unto Him, * 

il, The Great Commandment in the 
Law (vv. 34-40), : 

or the third time in one day the 
Lovd is tried by hard questions, While 
these questioners were actuated hy 
wrong motives, we may be forever ghi'l 
that they put these questions to Hin 
because of the invaluable truth which 
His answers set forth. 

1. The first commandment (vv.34- 
38). “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy, heart, with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind.” This 
means that supreme and undivided 
love to God is the first and gréat com- 
mandment. This at once shows that 
man’s supreme ‘obligation is to God. 
Tt is wrong to evaluate Jnan’s char- 
acter on the basis of his morality as 
expressed in his relation to his fellow 
man. 

2. The second. commandment (yv. 
8940). The second commandment is 
like unto the first in that it centers 
in love. It is not said that It is equal 
unto the first; that would not be true. 
A man may love himself, but not su- 
premely. One's love for his neighbor 


‘may be either too much or too liftle. 


The measure set is love for self. We 
should love God better than ourselves. 
He is worthy of’all our affections and 
demands all, Love is not mere emo- 
tion, but a supreme desire for the wel- 
fare of another and a willingness to 
do everything possible to secure that 
end. The command to love our neigh- 
bor is involved in the command to love 
God. To pretend to love God is folly 
if we do not love our neighbor. No 
one does really love his neighbor who 
does not love God. To attempt to 
establish a brotherhood among men 
without the recognition of the Father- 
hood of God is utter nonsense, Men 
hecome children of God by faith in 
Jesus Chrust. It is true that In the 
sense of beiug God's creatures all men 
are God's children, but in the 
Testament sense men are only God's 
children as they are in Christ. Beware 
of the man who is constantly crying 
for the brotherhood of man and is at 
the sathe time rejecting Jesus Christ. 
The only real’ way to bring in the 


brotherhood of man is to preach Jesus) 


Christ unto the race and secure their 
acceptance of Him. We thus become 
brothers in the real sense of the term, 
when we have God gs our Father.- All 
obligations resting upon man are em- 
braced in these two commandments. 
Those who conform their lives te them 
are God’s children and are the very 
best citizens.

grapher he was, to the Anglo-French 
Society at Scala. House, Tottenham 
street. He said that it was in 1882, 
when Lord Kitchener was a member 
of the Commission appointed to de 
liminate the frontiers of the Sultan 
of Zanzibar-—a commission upon 
which the Germans were represent 
ed——this his eyes were first opened 
to the prospect with a war with 
Germany. Then came _the Sudan ex, 
pedition and ihe Fashoda incident 
That incident, Kitchener believed, 
would not lead to trouble between 
France and England, but would act- 
ually be a basis of entente.

When it 
came to the consideration of peace 
terms,’ Lord Kitchener tried to get

ricans foveht. 


Tse coming great struggle was al 
so in his mind when he was re- 
Gyreipirs} the Indian prt}, and 
when he went to Australia to. decide 
on the organization of the Common~ 
wealth military forces.” Afterwards 
when he went #0 Egypt, he was in 
close touch with French over the 
abolition of the Capitulations, and 
was doing his very best to fight the 
Germans, .who were getting control 


of trade and everytifing else in 


Egypt. 

Dealing with the chara'c‘or of 
Lord Kitchener, Sir George Arthur 
said that the labor leaders trusted 
him because they knew him to be a 
straight man. It was’ very. difficult 
for his friends to understand how he 
reached his conclusions, which the 
war proved to be invariably right, 
excepi that he. possessed an extra. 
ordinary power of intuition.

In order to determine this matter 
the Government at Ottawa passed 
an Order-in-Council, referring the 
question to the Exchequer Court and 
the question thus came before Sirs 
Walter Cassels for.a decision. 

In his judgment, Sir Walter Cas- |. 
sels finds that none of the property, | 
rights and interests of the claimants 
are debts within the meaning of the 
provision of the treaty of peace with. 
Germany and be holds that the Public 
Custodian may relinquish the proper- 
ties to. the ladies without being li- 
able to account through the clearing 
house to Germany for it. It is in 
this phase that the judgment is favor 
able to the ladies since, in the expe 
ience. of other claimants whose 
properties passed through the inter- 
national clearing house, a substantial 
portion has found its way into the 
German treasury by way of taxes, 
special charges, oosts and imposts.

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Investigation into the popular game 
of ‘billiards produces some queer his- 
tory, both as to the origin of the game, 
and the methods used in mannfactur- 
ing the paraphernalia. tt is.said to 
have begun when William Kew, an 
English pawnbroker, in ‘the Sixteenth 
century, passed idle moments by push- 
ing: about three golden balls of his 
trade with a yardstick. He soon gained 
considerable skill, and the game be-. 
came known in London as “Will's 
Yard.” and this was corrupted to 
“Willyard,” and then to “Billyard,”. 
and lastly to-its present form. The 
players seeking a name for the stick 
with which the balls were pushed 
about called it after its originator, 
“Kew,” the French after taking over 
the game, respelling it “que.” j 

The ivory balls have to be seasoned 
for many months before they are 
rendy for play, and manufacturers 
have incubators In which to. store 
them, many of the latter holding as. 
high as 3,000 balls, The deep red col- 
or of the red balls is obtained by giv- 
ing them what fs known as the 
“guardsman’s bath,” a dipping into 
dye secured by boiling English sol- 
diers’ red coats. The finer tables used 
are built of Spanish mahogany, ebony 
or satin wood, and some of this has 
to be seasoned seven years before be- 
ing used. The green cloth was first 
used by Prince Leopold, and it Is still 
known as “Prince Leopold green.” It 
was selected as being less hard on the 
eye, under the bright Ifght demapded 
for playing. than any other color.

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Seal Meat Good Food. 

Seal meat, though valuable to Arctic 
explorers, is generally unknown in 
warmer climates. Records show that 
30,000 to 40,000 seals are slaughtered 
every year and from all accounts seal 
contains the elements of a valuable 
food.

But the partridge seems to have 
realized its danger, and instead of 
remaining in small coveys of a dozen 
or so until January, the birds now 
“‘pack’’ as early as October. That is, 
they gather in congregations of forty 
or fifty, and these packs are so wild 
and wary that it is next to impoasible 
to drive them over the guns, They 
evidently know perfectly well where 
the guns are hidden, and they swerve, 
and fly right back over the heads of 
the beaters. 

Partridges are not by any means 
the only birds that are learning by 
experience. When telegraph wires 
were first erected, thousands of birds 
were “telegraphed’-—that is, killed 
by flying into the wires. 

But within a few years the birds 
learnt sense. To-day it is rare to find 
a bird telegraphed. 

Trains again. ‘In the early days 
of railways any number of birds were 
killed by express engines. But with- 
in a generation or two all feathered 
things seemed to gain a knowledge 
of the real speed of an express, and 
gave up risking their lives by trying 
to fly across in front. 

Almost all wild creatures will 
change their habits under changed 
conditions, If they do not do 80, 
why, they are apt to become extinct. 
But birds change much more rapidly 
than animals. . 

Take starlings, for instance. Com- 
paratively few years ago there was 
not one starling in England to twenty 
to-day. It may have been a. long 
succession of mild winters, but, what- 
ever the cause, starlings now out- 
number any other species of British 
bird, even sparrows. 

Now, a starling is reckoned to eat 
its own weight in food in three days. 
This means that a flock of twenty 
thousand—and there are plenty of 
such flocks in the country——will eat 
within one month two hundred and 
fifty tons of food. This is as much 
as could be pulled by the engine of 
a goods train. 

Formerly starlings lived on insects. 
But now there are not enough grubs 
to go round. The birds have, there- 
fore bade farewell to insect food, and, 
to the farmer’s horror, turned vege- 
tarian. 

Birds naturally fear guns. But not 
long ago a partridge’s nest was found 
on a rifle range. The mother bird 
sat quietly on twelve eggs while bul- 
lets whizzed overhead. She had plain. 
ly realized that the bullets were not 
meant for her.

All 
through the townships of Cairo and 
Powell they have traced the precious 
metal. Their work in the month of 
October last took them still. farther 
afield. It was, however, mainly con- 
cerned with what are calledplacers, 
that is, metal liberated from Hs. orig- 
inal position by rock degradation or 
weathering, and afterwards trans- 
ported by water, ice or other agencies 
to new surroundings. In their search 
they covered altogether twelve miles, 
and made about 200 pannings. In 
nearly all of these gold and platinum 
were obtained. In many of them 
gcheelite, a valuable ore of tungsten, 
Scheelite has not 
yet been discovered in commercial 
quantities, but as it does occur, it 
{is an excellent indications of high 
values in gold. 

It should be pointed out that these 
experienced men were able to iden- 
tify auriferous sand or gravel, It 
{fs usually black in color, because it 
is associated with magnetite, In 
some cases, however, decomposed 
rock in place was crushed and 
washed with satisfactory results. 

The platinum is probably asso- 
elated with the peridotites, which are 
dealt with in Dr. H. C. Cooke's re- 
port, Memoir 115, No. 97, of the 
Geological Series, Ottawa. The 
Ontario Bureau of Mines have re- 
ported that near Porcupine micro- 
scopic diamonds and chrome iron 
ore are associated with peridotites, 


tine. Dr. Cooke has found asbestos 
of good ‘quality in the peridotites at 
Matachewan. It occurs near Rahn 
Lake, in the township of Bannock- 
bucn. A test of this asbestos in. a 
carloaaeset will soon be asabinpliahet 
by some mining men, who are using 
a gasoline tractor to bring it out to 
the railway. It is believed to be fully 
equal to that at Black Lake, Quebec. 
But to return to the tour of 
Davidson and Otisse, it 
must be borne in mind that their 
pannings were, for the most part, of 
material, not in place. Economic 
deposits in situ remain to be found.

POULTRY NEED AIR. 


Hen Is Fast Breather—Houses Must 
Be Open. 


“The prime essqntials in poultry 
houses,” says an\ oxpest of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, ‘are fresh air, diryacss, sun 
Might and space enough to keep the 
birds comfortable.” 

This expert here names principles 
in poultry house construction that 
have a/universal application. Just 
why these are the iinportant itcma 
is evident when we consider the 
nature of the birds. Mr. Charies Le 
Opperman gives these characterise 
tices in a recent issue of the Country 
Gentleman, 25 follows: 

“The hen is a fust breather, has a 
high body. temperature —— avetaye 
106 degrecs — and oxidation within 
the body ts very rapid. Unlike 
most animals, she does not sweat or 
pass liquid urine, which . necessl- 
tates rapid respiration to throw off 
most of the body moisture. Thus it 
is plain to be seen that unless the 
air in the house is changed ‘con- 
stantly it will soon . become laden 
with moisture and contaminated by 
impurities given off by means of 
reapiration and feces.” fe 

Obviously the air of the poultry 
house becomes saturated very quickly 
unless the air be of the best. And it 
is just here that we find the explan- 
ation of the success of the open-front 
house.

Control of Insects. 


Insects which attack vegetables 
may be divided into two groups—— 
those which eat or chew the leaves 
or fruit, and those which suck the 
plant juice. 

Biting insects may be poisoned by 
spraying the plants with poisonous 


a} solutions or by dusting them with 


poison powders. Potato beetles, flea 
beetles, cabbage worms, striped cu- 
cumber beetles and similar biting in- 
|} sects may be held in check by spray- 
‘ing the plants with arsenate of lead 
paste at the rate of two pounds to 50 
gallons of water. The spray sticks 
~better, especially on smooth plants 
ke cabbage, if a little soap or mo- 
‘Tasses is dissolved in the spray. The 
arsenate of lead may be obtained as 
a dry powder, mixed in a quantity of 
flour or air-slaked lime and dusted 
on the plants. 
Sucking insects like plant lice may 
be held in check by spraying with 
s0ap suds, kerosene emulsion or to- 


‘The Colorado Potato Beetle and 
“Slugs” or Larvae at Work. 
bacco decoction. Most insects are also 
repelled to a greater or less degree 
by the presence of fine dust, which 
tends to close their breathing, pores. 

For that reason, it is best to keep 
i the surface soil well tilled to main- 
‘tain a dry, surface dust mulch.. Wood 
| ashes, air-slaked lime, insect powder 
or tobacco dust sprinkled on and 
about the plants also help to keep 
down insects. 

Most fungous digeases such as cel- 
ery rust and potato blight, may be 

| held in check by spraying with bor- 
deaux mixture; four pounds -copper 
sulphate; four pounds lime; 50 gal- 
lons watef. 

Where both insects and fungi are 
present, it is well to add two pounds 
of aresnate of lead paste to the 50 
gallons of bordeaux mixture. This 
combination spray is to be recom- 
mended especially for potatoes to 
control the potato beetie and potato 

blight.

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AORSE BREEDING IN QUEBEC. 


May Produce Foundation of Freach- 
Canadian Horse. 


Draughters have always been, and 
always will be, profitable to the 
farmer who preduces them. But tv 
pretend that draughters are the valy 
class of profitable horse to raise, is 
to go too far, just as it is not right 
to say that tractors are alwirs. tlie 
most economica’ for the farm on tne 
city, says Gus Langalier who, in 


Bulletin No. 95, issued by the Dora-] 


inion Department of Agriculture, 
sounds the praises of the French- 
Canadian horse, which is claimed to 
be one of the most durable end 
otherwise useful horses to be found 
anywhere in Canada. ; 

The French-Canadian horse, 
which is comparatively little known 
outside the Province of Quebec, is 
descended from the oid-time French- 
Canadian pony, sent from France to 
Canada by Louis XIV. These ponies 
were of the best that could be oro- 
cured in thelr own land. They re- 
mained for three years the proogerty 
of the king, and were then distributed 
among the farmers of Canada, in 
order to encourage the developm2nt 
of-agricullure. 

Some few years ago the pedigree 
records for the French-Canadian 
horse, maintained by the Quebec 
Government, were transferred to the 
National Live Stock Records. Other 
steps have been taken to maintain 
the breed as pure as possible. One 
of the latest methods has been the 
establishment of a horse breeding 
farm at St. Joachim, situated some 
25 miles east of Quebec City. This 
farm, which is operated under the 
Experimental Farms system, has 
some thirty well selected brood 
mares. These, together with fifteen 
of similar quality, kept on the Ex- 
perimental Station at Cap Rouge, 
Qu%., form a collection from which 
it is heaped to produce a superior new 
foundation stock for the breed. 


Danger Frem New Diseases of Wheat. 


~. Aside from rust and smut, Cana- 
dian ’heat crops have been founi.re- 


markably free from destructive plant 


diseases. Kecently, however, there 
have been discovered in the United 
States two new diseases, ‘“‘flag smut’’ 
and ‘take all,’’ about the presence 
of which there has been felt con- 
siderable alarm. Now up to the time 
of writing Canada ‘has not been in- 
vaded by either of these new trou- 
bles. But growers should be ever on 
the lookout for these and any other 
obscure trouble with ‘which their 
practice —has not made them thor- 
oughly familiar. 

“Flag smut,”’ so called because the 
smut occurs on the flags or leaves of 
wheat, is easily recognized by the 
long streak of smutty stripes running 
along the leaves. The affected plants 
also show a peculiar tangled and 
twisted appearance as if the leaves 
were wound around the stem, *Any 
suspicious plant should/ be sent to 
the Division of Botany, Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. 

“Take all,” as the name implies, 
takes all, and is probably the most 
serious wheat disease known, with 
the exception of rust. In certain cdun- 
tries, indeed, it is the more serious, 
as is emphatically claimed by the 
practical grower as well as the scien- 
tific observer. The recognition in the 
field is not difficult. ‘Take all’ is a 
root disease, spreading from below 
up the stem for about one to two 
inches, discoloring the stem’ dark 
brown. The affected plants, may be 
pulled ‘up very easily, their anchor- 
age in the ground is very loose as 
compared to a sound plant. The af- 


‘| fected plants turn yellow and finally 


die, taking straw and all. Both dis- 
eases are most likely conveyed by in- 
fected seed grain, hence it is most 
important to “nip these diseases in 
the bud”. and report all suspicious 
cases at once. The use of foreign 
wheats for seed is cautioned against; 
particularly wheat from Australia is 
under suspicion. 


Money In Geese, 


Although geese should receive 
their final fattening for market in a 
hurry, that is to say by being confiped 
closely and fed heavily for two or 
three weeks, there is now a good 
chance to bring them along to a fair 
weight by turning them on the grain 
stubble. This menns cheap feeding, 
and the exercise the birds will obtain 
in moving about to secure their feed 
and water.will put them in just the 
right shape to make fast gains on the 
final crowding with corn or other rich 
feed. 

Where geese are force-fed they be- 
come exceedingly fat, often weighing 
as much as 25 pounds. When In such 
condition their livers are often enor- 
mous, and will sell for $1 per pound 
where there is a demand for this par- 
ticular part of the goose. Another 
source of considerable revenue from 
geese is the feathers, which are in 
growing demand and command nigh 
prices. About one pound of feathers 
san be plucked from a goose in a year. 
Feathers are ripe for plucking when 
the quills appear cry and do not con- 
tain blood.

Air-Tight Storage Kills Weevils. 


It has been found that grain in- 
sects sealed in air-tight vessels, with 
or without wheat, succumb as soon 
asp the oxygen has been used up, a 
corresponding. amount of — carbon 
dioxide being produced. The com- 
plete absence of oxygen Is alone suf- 
ficient to kill weevils, without taking 
into account the presence of carbon 
dioxide, though the weevils are able 
to remain alive when only small per- 
centages of oxygen are present. The 
general advantages of air-tight stor- 
age of grain, are summarized in the 
report of the Grain Pests Committee 
of the Royal Society, and the im- 
portance of this method is urged as 
a means of maintaining a reserve of 
cereals in case of war or failure of 
crops. . 


Rooster Is Not Necessary. 


So far as egg production is con- 


cerned, it is absolutely unnecessary 
to keep a male bird in the flock. The 
hens lay just as many and fre- 
quently more and you have the added 
advantage of producing infertile eggs.

through Madoc banking instiutions. 
As yet fuorspar and tale have been 
the greatest sources of mineral 
wealth and production. There are, 
miles of Madoc, al. 
most unlimited supplies of fluorspar 
of good quality undeveloped gn ac- 
count of its distance from the rail. 
road. Some of it is at the railroad 
and extending outward nine miles. 


From Bancroft district alone in one- 


year were shipped$900,000.00 worth 
of pulp wood to the United States 
by one company, Several partner- 
ships in North Hastings have sold 
and shipped 3,000,000 feet of Jum- 
ber at a value of approximately 
$135,000.60. This would tend to 
show that we have vast resources. of 
all kinds in Hastings County. From 
Hybla alone there are several car 
loads qa week of feldspar shipped to 
the States and various points. 

With all these resources we might 
enquire into the service rendered 
North Hastings by the railroads, 
and ascertain the shortest shipping 
route. To transport one cord of 
wood in a car from Bancroft to Tren 
ton before the rise in rates: would 
take $3.75, from Bancroft to King- 
sten would cost no more owing to 
competition; From Bancroft to Ful- 
ton, ‘New York, (by C. N. R. because 
the pulp wood is loaded at C, N. R. 
points it has to go” to New Bruns- 
wick, across. to Maine and down to 
Fulten to ensure the long haul 
and greater revenue for the C.N, R.) 
it cost $11.00 a cord where it could 
have been shipped to Brockville G. 
T. R. and ferried across to near the 
point of unloading on short route. 
The value of one cord of pulp at 
Barry’s Bay is often $5.00. more 
than at Bancroft on account of the 
short route to the United States. 
When Bancroft and Barry’s Bay are 
connected by rail Bancroft district 
can get more for their pulp wood 
and.save high freight rates. One 
cord of wood sells in at $7.00 while 
at Madoc it has sold at the same 
time at $14. 00. If a line connected 
Bldorado and Madoc. cord wood 
could be shipped to Madoc at $3.00 
a cord before the rise in freight 
rates. Lumber would also be chea. 
per. If a railroad were built from 
Pldorado to Madoc the iron mines 
of the north and near Madoc could 
be developed and blast furnaces con 
structed in Madoc which could be 
supplied with fluorspar and make 
Madoc mines able to compete with 
any mines in the States as to cost 
of production, Also the route to 
Belleville from Bancroft would: be 
shortened by 24 miles approximate- 
ly. 

O nthe other hand we will ask 
how many miles of railroad would 
compleae a line from belleville to 
Whitney. Grading is done between 
Madoc. and Eldorado, Trains are 
run to within 16 miles of Whitney 
and there is only about four miles 
of grading to be done from Whitney 
to. Maynooth, an approximate dis. 
tance of 32 miles making in- all 
132 miles from Belleville to Whitney 
Bancroft would be connected by rail 
in three directions to Toronto and 
two to Ottawa by rail. It would be 
cheaper for people in Belleville tra- 
velling to the North West to travel 
by Whitney. There could be one 
train up and one train down each 
day. Toronto would be within 
reach in five hours travel and Ot- 
tawa 3 hours. 

The Denis Canadian Lumber Com- 
pany would ship their output by 
a point on the C. N. R. about 16 
miles from their mill to Whitney. 

Also there is land in the district 
of Wallace which could profitably 
be opened up: for farming.. 

The Bay of Quinte is said to have 
cost $20,000 a mile, grading and all 
stations. Madde to Eldorado road 
was at one time bonused by Madoc 
Township to $20,000 and now every 
body wants to travel in the shortest 
and quickest way possible and do 
their shipping in the same way. It 
is least expensive. 

A mail service by stage from El- 
dorado to’ Madoc would be unneces 
sary.

The’ Marmora Herald has the fal 
lowing to say about the Belleville; 
Whitney road: . 

Since the Federal Government 
took over the Grand Trunk Railway 
combining its various lines with’ the 
C.N.R. and other railways formerly 
owned and controlled by the Govern 


ment, and which are known as the) 


Canadian National Railways, there. 
has been a growing sentiment in 
favor of extending the old line of 
the C. O. R. from Maynooth to link 
up with the Canadian Atlantic Rail- 
way at Whitney. The distance from 
Maynooth to Whitney is 26 miles 
and 15 miles of this distance, north 


of Maynooth, is already operated : 


to a lmited extent. Nine miles of 
the balance is partly graded so there 
would only be two miles which 
would have ty be entirely graded 
as well as the railway constructed. 

Belleville Chamber of Commerce 
has recently beeu advocating the

Equal to Imported, 

Considering the atrenuous efforts 
put forth by the Federal Department 
lof Agriculture to Induce Canadian 
farmers to produce home-grown seed 
of roots and vegetables to take the 
place of the shortage that resulted 
from. the falling off of imiports from 
Europe during the early years of the 
war, it would “be a pity if those who 
responded to the eall to produce this 
most necessary supply should lose all 
chance of profit from their now well- 
established business, through conipe- 
tition provided by our foriner ene- 
inies, or even by friendly Oriental 
countries that proved unable to sup- 
| ply our needs in the seed line when 
the need was most pressing. 

In undertaking the business of 
growing seed of roots and vegetables 
on a large seale, the farmers of Brit- 
ish Columbia accepted a consider- 
able risk, in view of the fact that 
the industry was almost entirely new 
io the country, and the possibility 
of success was established on only 
the apparent suitability of the soil 
and climate, as they agreed with 
conditions in seed-prodgucing areas in 
other countries. Now, however, the 
adaptability of certain sections of 
British Columbia to seed productions 
has been well proven, and it has 
been found that the seed produced 
is equal in every sense to the beat 
imported seed and in the case of 
some varieties of roots and vege 
tables, vastly superior for use in 
Canada. 

So far as the matter of price enters 
into consideration of the British Co- 
lumbia seed growers’ request for pro- 
tection of their industry; there is no 
reabon that farmers who are not seed 
growers should foresee an increase 
in the present price because the 
source of seed supply is limited to 
their own country. For the future, 
it may well be expected that produc- 
tion of the kinds of seed considered 
can be exported as economically ip 
this country as abroad. The area suit- 
abla for such production is by ho 
means limited, and what is most 
needed to promote increased produc- 
tion and consequent competition is a

Possibilities In Sunflower. 


“If,” says G. H. Hutton, B.8.A., 
“the majority of our farmers in 
Western Canada were provided with 
silo capacity and were able to fill it 
as they should be able to do, there 
would be no- more disastrous condi- 
tions prevailing such as prevailed 
during the winter seasons of 1919- 
1920.” 

Mr. Hutton believes the lesson 
has been learned and predicts that 
two to three hundred silos will be 
erected in Alberta this year. In 
speaking of sunflowers for filling, he 
says that 34 tons to the acre of 
these were grows under irrigation 
at Strathmore last year, and in 
Montana over 44 tons under like 
conditions. As showing the drouth- 
resisting capacity of the plant, Mr. 
Hutton says that at Scott, where 
the rain fall was less than two inches 
during the growing season, almost 


were produced. 


en a success in Saskatchewan as well 
as in Alberta, Montana and Oregon. 
On the farm of C. E. Thomasa& Son, 
near Lloydminster, ten acres were 
seeded to the mammoth Russian 
variety, half on summer fallow and 
half on spring ploughing. Although 
cultivated “only once, the ten acres 
gave a crop of 150 tons. The Thomas 
firm intend to use this form of en- 
silage both for winter feeding and as 
an insurance against a lean pasture 
year.

Oats Very L:ght In P.E.I. 

Last year Prince Edward. Island 
had a banner crop of oats, and was 
able to supply a large amount of sved 
for more Western Provinces inthe 
spring of 1920. The crop this year 
was very lizht, and wil! hardly fill the 
home demand. Potatoes, which were 
very widely planted on the island 
this spring, are yielding heavily, 
however. Io Nova Scotia the oats’ 
crop is about average. but much 
damage was done this crop in the 
northern part of the province = by 
heavy rains that occurred at cutting 
csime, and while the grain was in the 
stock. New Brunswick’s chief cash 
srop-—potatoes—is reported reduced 
oy rot to the extent of 25 per cent. 
The hay crop in Cape Breton is re- 
jJorted as near a total failure, and 
the farmers are looking to buy hay 
ox else dispose of their live stock.

As prices of some commodities 
have declined of late, and some oth 
er drops are expected, the impres- 
sion has gone abroad that every- 
thing is coming down to the old lev- 
el. The future undoubtedly see ad 
vances as well as declines, for this 
is a period of readjustment in which 
fair prices wil] be soughy, rather 
than of general reduction. In the 
printing trade there are no signs 
of any reduction, and the old level 
will not be restored either in small 
towns. The production of nearly 
all kinds of paper is behind the 
deand now, and the trade es*i- 
mites that consumption is five Ii:o} 
for overy four Ibs. manwfacturcd 
in the United States. No -increage in 
seems pro 
bable for several years. Latest price 
lists quote the highest figures ever 
known, which generally are 300 per 
cent. of the pre-war _prices. 

The logic of the situation requires 
that prices in the country towns be 
maintained permanently above the 
old-time level for the preservation 
of the business. Some twenty years 
ago the printing trade in -both cit- 
ies and towns-——excluding from con- 
sideration the metropolitan newspap 
érs—was in most deplorable condi- 
tion. Only a few concerns with spe- 
cial advantages of some kind were 
earning interest on their investment 
It was nip and tuck with them to 
keep alive. In the country towns 
ifthe situation was even worse. Dc 
you remember the numerous jokes 
about the country editor? How he 
had to take wood, potatoes, butter 
turnips, or any other produce, in 
payment of his bills? These jokes 
were realities for the man.in bus- 
iness and his compensation was the 
lowest and the most precarious of 
any in the country. He occupied a 
small shack for shop and office, liv 
ed in a rented cottage, had to scrape 
and beg to get cash to pay whole- 
sale bills, and when he died a lodge 
buried him. 

At the same time the merchant 
sold his wares for cash, the banker 
collected his interest, the lawyer re 
ceived his fees and all of them Tiv«f1 
in the big houses of the town.

and also cost of ‘operating and re- 
pair work.

By his work on the Pensions Board 
at Ottawa, Col. Margeson has estab- 
lished a reputation for fair dealing 
in the adjustment and administration 
of pensions to veterans that has 
spread across the Doniinion and even 
to United States,. which is substan- 
tiated by the fact that he went to 
Washington this year at the invita- 
tion of the United States Govern- 
ment to act in an advisory capacity 
to the Pensions Department there. 

Lieut.-Col. Margeson has been one 
of the most strenuous workers on be- 
half of returned soldiers in the Dom- 
inion and his appointnient as Pen- 
| sions Commissioner in September 
| last year was exceptionally popular 

because of the fact that his ability 
thoroughly fitted him 
| for that high office, and the onerous, 
, duties attached to it. 

Formerly a member of the law firm 
| of. McLean and Margeson in Bridge- 
water, Nova Scotia, Col. Margeson 
was gazetted a K.C. in 1918. He is 
a graduate of Acadia College and 
Dalhousie University and when in the 
east was regarded as one of its most 
brilliant barristers. Col. Margeson 
sat for two Parliaments in the Legis- 
fwtuseof Nova Scotia for the county 
of Lunenburg<.ln 1917 he resigned 
frown the Legislattine,.and contested 
Lunenburg for the AD ghana 
mons, but Was defeated in a 
anti-conscription constituency. He 
enlisted in December, 1914, with the 
25th Battalion and went to France 
with that famous fighting unit. In 
1916 he was recalled to Canada by 
the Minister of Militia for the pur- 
pose of assisting in the reorganiz- 
ation of the Inspection of Pay and 
Record Services. 

Becoming inspector of ‘pay ac- 
counts and records of Military Dis- 
trict No, 2, at Toronto—the largest 
military district in Canada—in 1917, 
at the request of the military authori- 
ties he organized the Pay and Allow- 
ance Board, where in the year 1918, 
decisions were given in over 91,000 
cases, 

When Col. Margeson became Pen- 
sions Commissioner he was determin- 
ed that as far as lay in his power 
every one who came to interview him 
on questions of pensions should re- 
ceive every consideration it was pos- 
sible to give. He is never too busy 
to hear any complaint no matter how 
trivial—or who is the complainant— 
and it is this democracy and anxiety 
to be of service to returned men that 
has made him populaf with the 
veterans. 

It is seldom that one enters the 
| office of Col. Margeson after hours 
without finding him at work cleaning 
up a bunch of files. To his legally 
trained mind there is never a knotty 
case or a puzzling file that is not 
soon reduced to simplicity itself un- 
der his analysis. 

Indicative of the magnitude of the 
' tasks which face the Pensions Board 
} is the fact that the sum of $29,000,- 
{ 000 was paid out in-pensions by the 
board between September 30, 1916, 
and September 30, 1919. During 1920 
the board contemplated spending 
about $25,000,000 in the fiscal year. 
On September 30, 1919, the board 
had paid in Canada and all over the 
world, except United States and Great 
Britain, a total of 67,749 pensions. 
A total of 3,265 pensions were paid 
in the United States and 7,776 in 
Great Britain. On July 31, 1916, the 
total number of dependents was 16,- 
872; disabilities, 56,998; wives of 
disabilities, 22,168; children of dis- 
abilities, 52,151, forming a grand to- 
tal of 148,189 pensions.

There is a Department of 
External Affairs, but apart from a 
few posts at Ottawa and another 
few in London and Paris, we have 
nothing corresponding to a diplo- 
matic service. If the Washington 
Embassy is finally established, it 
will mark a development. 

Canada has trade agents in a 
number of countries throughout tne 
world, but in spite of the close re- 
lation often said to exist between 
business and diplomacy, there are 
such things as distinct diplomatic 
functions and a diplomatic service, 

Advocates of complete British 
nationhood for Canada advance as 
one of their arguments the fact that 
we would then have Canadian Am- 
bassadors in all the leading capitals 
of the world. Such a foreign service, 
they say, would not only give Can- 
ada prominent men of her own. to 
watch and further her interests, but 
it would also open up another career 
for young Canadians in the service 
of their country. ~ a 

Meanwhile the Saturday Review 
says the British Foreign Office now 
does not offer many inducements. 

Its difficulties and disadvantages 
are described. Its candidates after 
they have left school, must generally 
‘be coached at home in special sub- 


jects, and then they must go 
abroad to learn “‘languages, men and 
things.” This is an expensive 


schooling. For at least two or three 
years after others are beginning to 
draw salaries as soldiers, or sailors 
or city clerks, the candidate for 
diplomacy is still being prepared for 
an examination which, if he passes, 
is supposed to show his fitness to 
represent Britain in an _ official 
capacity abroad. 

When he is admitted to the For- 
eign Office, either in Whitehall or at 
an Embassy or a Legation, his re- 
muneration is still ‘“‘abominably 
shabby.”’ 

All these drawbacks would be 
tolerable, -however, if there were a 
clear road to the top. * ‘‘The pros- 
pect ought to be an ambassador's post 
somewhere about the age of 50 or 
55.” But.one ambassadorship after 
another is “snatched from the diplo- 
matic service and given to politicians, 
not all of them successful ones, or to 
others who—without the least offence 
—njay be classed as outsiders.” 
Three of the great embassies are now 
filled ‘“‘by such gentlemen.” 

lt is evident that the Saturday 
Review refers, among others, to Sir 
Autkland Geddes at Washington 
and Lord D’Abernon at Berlin. 

.*As things are at present,”’ says 
the Saturday Review, “the diplo- 
matic service is, and rightly is, dis- 
contented and dissatisfied. As re- 
gards salary, it is sweated by the 
state; as regards promotion, it is 
rough-handled by persons necessarily 
unacquainted with the traditions or 
usages of diplomacy.”’ 

Supporters of the Government’s 
appointments of Geddes and D’Aber- 
non say that the new world of to-day 
needs a different diplomatic hand- 
ling, and that the “traditions and 
uses”’ of diplomacy must give way t9 
more modern methods. Both Geddes 
and D’Abernon, particularly . the 
latter, have had exeprience in big 
administrative posts. It is executive 
ability, plus a knowledge of ero- 
nomics 2s well as of human rela- 
tions, which, the Government’s advo- 
cates say, are now needed.
